WOMAN'S ARM IMPERFECT. 


Difficulties a Sculptor Han In Getting: a 


Proper Model. 


"I find great difficulty in getting n 


model n-ith good arms," said a well- 
known sculptor recently to a reporter, 
"It is astonishing how very few women 
have arms that conform to the standard. 
A perfect arm, measured from the arm- 
pit to the wrist joint, should be twice 
the length of the head. The upper part 
of the arm should be large, full and 
well rounded. 
The forearm must no1 


lie too flat, mot nearly so flat as a man's, 
for example. A dimple at the elbow 
adds beauty to a well-proportioned arm. 


"From a well-molded shoulder th« 


whole arm should taper in long- grace- 
ful curves to asymmetrical and rounded 
wrist. It is better to have an arm thai 
harmonizes, even if the parts do not 
follow the generally accepted lines. Foi 
instance, a full, round upper arm which 
is joined to a flat or thin forearm has 
a very bad effect. It is only a degret 
worse, however, than a graceful, well- 
molded forearm tacked on a

scrawny upper arm.

thing necessary for a good arm. Tht 
owner must possess the power of ex- 
pression in her arms. As a general thinjf 
American women are deficient in this 
friiose nationalities which show tht 
most expression in their arms are thi 
Spanish, French and Italians.

government wonld pass a measure to buy 
4,500,000 ounces of silver each month that 
the price would go from $1.08 an ounce 
to $1.2!) an ounce. Instead of doing that 
the i>rioe went down. It fell so low that 
we were convinced that we had reached 
tbe danger line. 
Financiers, men who 


had studied tbe question, argued that we 
were in danger and that we muet sail n 
half. 
The advocates of silver hold a 


grudge against England and say that 
that country will get control of It. Well 
my friends they have tried that twice 
and failed and I don't think that they 
can do it now. We have six millions and 
more in gold while as something over 
five million. 
Germany has 015,000,000 


while little France has hoarded up over 
eight hundred million. They talk about 
it being dear money when tbe foot It that 
England has the cheapest money in the 
world for the reason that their money Is 
on a fixed financial system.' Have yoa 
ever given thought to the amount) of 
silver dollars we have coined since tho 
alleged demonetization in 1873? From 
the beginning up to that time we had 
coined home eight millions of silver dol- 
lars. Since then we have coined over 
(iOO,000,000 to eay nothing of the millions 
of ounces we have purchased and not 
coined. To haul the silver we have would 
take a frieght train seven and a half 
miles long. Yet they say that we have 
demonetized silver and taken half of the 
money out of circulation. They claim in 
spite of tbe fact of the increased coinage 
of sllvor and gold, the consequent in- 
crease iu our circulating mediums, that 
tba price of everything has goue down 
with si'ver. 
In all tbe legislation of 


this oiuntiy the silver dollar has been the 
pet and there has never been one dollar 
demonetized. The subsidiary coins have 
been demonetized, the iraotional ourrsnoy 
ana the gold dollar and other portions of 
our money. We have done all that we can 
for silver and the time has come whon we 
must scop until we can arrange to take 
ore of the silver. This nation cannot 
afford to let its gold go abroad and then 
have its silver drop to tbe bullion price. 
We have it now and hove promised to 
maintain it and we will keep that prom- 
ise. The silver toon say that it is a 
scarcity of money that is bothering the 
country but my friends that is not the 
trouble. It is a scarcity of oonfldence 
and nothing ulse. (oheers). In 1893 there 
was a political revolution in this country. 
You were deceived by orators. Speakers 
went about the country and told you thnt 
yon were getting only $1 a bushel for 
your wheat and that you ought to have 
&1.26. Today you are getting about 55 
cents and taking the other 45 cents in 
democratic faith, (oheers). Whe* this 
couctiy wants is for its wage workers to 
get to worfe at American wages. They 
will take care of the products then, 
(cheers). It is a pleasure to look over the 
history of this country from tbe time of 
the immortal Lincoln up to 1892. 


Although he took his seat in the face 


of an impending war be called wise men 
around him and they adopted wise meas- 
ures which resulted in the preservation 
of the union, tbe flag and a oontinued 
era of prosperity. From that time to 
1870 
the wealth of tha 
nation was 


doubled. It continued to increase until 
1890

It is the 


fear of the shrlnakge which would come 
that causes the holders of money to be 
timid about putting it out. Tbe demo- 
crats eay that the demand la .not enough 
In this country and that tbe markets of 
tbe world must be opened up. My friends 
it IB not overproduction that le bothering 
this country but underconsumption, and 
that oomea from tie reason that there is 
a lack of purchasing capacity. In 1893 
tbe consumption of grain was (i.4 per 
capita. In 1894 it was only 4 bushels per 
capita. 
The prosperity was not there 


aud thr people could not buy. In all 
though, the farraeis »ra the most prosper- 
ona class and have less reason for cotu- 
plant. You don't bear of the farmer's 
obildren going hungry to bed anl you do 
bear it of tbe laborer's children doing 
that. I employ labor and I know that 
to be a face. It is true that tbe price of 
farmer's products are low but that ia .be 
cause of tbe changed conditions wbfo'b- 
have been brought upon us. In 1892 
men who realized what tbe

meant shaped their affairs to meat it. 
Mills gradually closed an<1 tbe men were 
without employment bnt now the silver 
tongued orators tell ns that this is be 
cause we have not got money enough to 
carry on the business of the country, 
(cheers). It is a faae cry my friends. They 
bad a false cry in 1892 and now they have 
a fraud. Good men of tba democratic) 
party have left it today and come to tbe 
republican because they know that party 
stands for honesty and Integrity. Yon 
know what th» poet has said. To appre- 
ciate heaven yr/n mast have a few min- 
utes iu the other place, (cheers).

ia 1893 and (ben pricked and they have 
been kicking tbe fat oft ever since. They 
try to tell ns that tbe tariff is not the 
issue. That IB tbe way they talk down 
south. In 1893 the democrats eaw that 
they could not go about tho country on 
the 1-sne of the tariff. They feared that 
they would be mobbed if they tried it. 
I know what I am talking about when 
I tell yon that there was,a meeting of the 
leaders in Washington to decide on taking 
up free sliver as the cry. They decided 
on ttat and then called their convention 
In Memphis. They hoped to oatoh tbe 
people with tbls cry because the people 
had not studied tiiu question. Tbe'money 
had always been good and ia good and 
there was no reason for them to study the 
matter. Now your friend, Governor Ait 
geld, (biases) said tliat the McKlnley bill 
h»d raised prioea. I want to give you a 
few Instances of how wo did this. 


Tbe republican policy has been to pro- 


tect the borne manufacturer ana got a 
revenue for the government. The demo- 
cratic idea has been to bolp the raso»ls 
and defraud the government. In 1803 wo 
imported all of our steel wire nails, A 
duty was asked for in order that our 
manufacturers here could make and put 
them on the market. 
The price In New 


York wae then eight cents a pound. Wo 
put a four cont duty on them wbiob 
equalled tbe democratic ad valorem fifty 
con* duty. Tho price never got above 
eight cents a pound. 
It went down. 


Under tbe McKlnley bill tbe duty was 
further reduced but the prloo of nails did 
not go up tc tbe consumer. It was the 
same way with steel raila. Lincoln said 
that as be understood protection we paid 
no much to England for raila and got 
them while they not our money. Under 
protective tariff we bought at home and 
had both the rails and the money. When 
the manufacturer of steel rails was first 
commenced here congress was petitioned 
to pat a duty of 2 sects a pound on them 
so that we could make thorn here. Men 
who had to bay tbom were tired of Bund- 
ing their money to England. 
Congress 


put on a duty of IK cents making a duty 
of 828 per ton. Tho prioe finally fell from 
$160 a ten to $27 a ton and if tha manu- 
facturer had been getting the tariff he 
could hive given his ton of rails and a 
dollar to each consumer. The MoKlnley 
bill made the duty on rails six tenths of 
a cenc a pound. It was a peifcjt meas- 
ure so far as tho human mind could 
make ic. The south came and naked for 
a duty OD jotton ties and it was granted. 
The men who raised a dealt in cotton bnd 
been paying $1.85 a bundle for chem be- 
cause they were rot made In this coun- 
try. A duty was placed on them and In 
less than a year they were getting better 
ties at C>5 cents a bundle made at home. 
For the samo reason a duty waa put on 
tin place and mills sprung up over the 
country producing millions of dollars of 
goods and keeping in this 
country 


the money that; 
had 
formerly gone 


abroad. You heard a good deal of talk 
about the 
tax on your dinner bucket 


Four years ago but the tax on it ia not 
half as much a thing to worry over now 
as getting something to put in it, 
Tbe 


tariff which the bill put oh glass was 
destroyed by tbe democrats leaving nine 
millions a year to go abroad that abould 
have been kept at home. That measure 
brought plenty of money to defray the 
government 
expenses. 
Under 
this 


parent less bill we now have, far no one 
will claim it, we have, only a deficit. 
The democrats have always been a party 
of destruction. Tha 
south 
protested 


against the repeal of tbe McKlnley bill. 
It was right in principle. 
Under the 


republican administration of Harrison 
tbe public debt was reduced millions of 
dollars. 
Under tbe democratic adminis- 


tration it has been increased by millions. 
We all have a duty to perform In tbe 
coming election and my friends don't be 
deceived. Take tho (acts and don't bo 
carried away by freo silver talk. 
Free 


silver doa't mean some one la going 
around every Saturday and leave you u 
wheelbarrow load. It will take just as 
much labor to earn tbe dollar 
even 


though it la a cheap one. High wage* 
means prosperity. In my own country 
them iaj nothing bnt idleness. Let ns 
get together 
and open tbe factories, 


mines and work shops, give employment 
to the men nnd they will satisfy tbe de- 
mands of the farmer. There is juat one 
way to do that and that is to restore the 
party that will bring you back prosperity. 
We have the man who baa studied these 
questions from every standpoint. 
None 


baa done It as thoroughly as McKlnley of 
Ohio (cheere). 
The women can help 


form n sentiment for him and if they 
could vote they would all be for him for 
he is tbe ideal son and husband. There 
ia nope better. I don't believe that any 
36 year old man in thin country is capable 
of being president for tbe reason that he 
has not and could not have tbe experi- 
ence. I despise a campaign auoh as this 
which seeks to array one section or one 
class ngalcst the other. It Is unpatriotic 
aud un-American. Don't neglect your 
duty. It bos never been BO imperative 
since 1860. Never baa there been so much 
danger threatened to tbe country.
